The fruit is rich in 
nutriment and delicate in 
flavor, suKIfestiriK in flavor a 
combination of pineapple, ba¬ 
nana and strawberry. It can 
be spread upon bread like the 
avocado, or used in salads, 
and is best in combination 
with other fruits. 

The Cherimoya tree is or¬ 
namental and hixhly desirable 
where conditions are favor¬ 
able to its ifrowth. Sierra 
Madre apepars to be one of 
the places where it cun he 
Krown successfully.
